• All kinds of apparatus psed in 
chemical warfare will be included 
in tho exhibit, including every type 
of gas mask used in modern arm- 
ies and .demonstrations samples of 
the gases used, • 


Gases in Liquid Form 


The gases, mustard gas, 
chlor- 


pikrin, phosgene, and sneeze gas, 
will bo shown in glass tubes. 
AH 


will be in liquid form except the 
sneeze gas, which is stored in sol- 
id form. 
This solid is 
used 
in 


bombs which break it up into a 
fine powder when exploded. 


Not only will pieces of appara- 


tus be shown, but government mov- 
ing pictures of troops engaged in 
chemical warfare will be part of 
the exhibit. 
These pictures were 


taken of troops in real action and 
will show, the Livens projector and 
Stokes mortar throwing gas, smoke 
and incendiary bombs while a reg- 
iment equipped with gas masks ad- 
vances behind a smoke screen of 
its own making. 


Regular Work Shown 


Besides the chemical warfare ex- 


hibit aspects of the regular scien- 
tific work of the department, will 
be demonstrated.

exhibit will include general, anal- 
ytical^ organic, physical, and food 
chemistry.

or in a warm place; will soon turn 
sour^ Add more- juice as you have 
parings. Adding half a cup good ci- 
der vinegar will help it to sour 
quicker. 


Vinegar Without Apples or Cider 


—Two slices of toasted bread spre&d 
with two cakes of compressed yeast. 
Two -pounds brown sugar dissolved 
in two gallons of water.- Put

crock and leave stand for six weeks.

W. J. McRay Urges Mauso- 
leum With Room for 250 


or 300 Caskets 
BY W. J| McKAY 


For nearly 40 years this writer 


has attended burials at Forest Hill. 
In conversation with clergymen of 
the city and undertakers, I find them 
to be unanimous in saying that we 
should have a large receiving vault 
or mausoleum which would tontain 
from 259 to SOO caskets, there being 
that'number of interments from No- 
vember to April or'-May, covering 
the time when the ground is frozen 
until the spring thaw. 


This open winter has not been 


favorable to impress the need- of 
such a building but usually the west) 
winds fill the cewetery with great 
drifts of snow and. passage through 
the grounds from the first storm's 
until winter is over is not less than 
canals with great banks of snow on 
either side. 


A number of onr citizens who are 


now,buried there have said at differ- 
ent times, "We have a dread of the 
cold, eold ground' and it is not to 
be wondered at, for in the season 
above^ referred to impressions are 
made upon the members of hotfse- 
holds who bury their dead, whether 
the winter be stormy or not. 
banks of snow, the frozen ground 
and the clods of frozen earth which 
are replaced in the grave despite the 
care of the thoughtful sexton, leave 
anything but a comforting impres- 
sion upon those whose memories of 
separation are so impressive and 
lasting as on such occasion. 


Soch a structure would not be 


costly but of course should be per- 
manent and sightly, with proper 
ventilation, the casket with the box 
enclosing it conJd be placed with the 
flowers and decorations npon them. 
The only exception that would need 
to be made in such a case would be 
of those dying of some contagions 
disease.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 


POLLY AND HER PALS—Just Note Pa's Reverse Action 
By CLIFF STEiii 


W 


ISCONSIN has been a pioneer state in the enactment of 
progressive legislation to promote the welfare of the 


rommon people. We were among the first to enact laws provid- 
ing for the regulation of public service corporations, for direct 
primaries, for workmen's compensation and for fair railroad 
luxation. All of these measures when first brought forward 
were denounced as calculated to drive capital out of the state, 
und rain business. But instead, they brought capital INTO 
THE STATE and improved business conditions because the laws 
were just, and framed on the principle of equal rights to aU and 
special privileges to none, • 


When we consider the progressive legislation which was 


enacted from 1901 until 1906, when Robert M. La Toilette was 
irovernor. we cannot wonder that after a long period of reaction- 
any control in state affairs Wisconsin is again struggling to as- 
sume the role of a pioneer in progressive legislation^nder the 
leadership of Governor Blaine. The bill creating a department of 
markets, the surtax and the income tax revision bills, the bill 
liberalizing the mothers' pension act, Senator Huber's resolution 
providing for the initiative, the referendum and the recall are 
till measures that in importance may be compared to the railroad 
commission law. the direct primary and the workmen's compen- 
sation act. 


Before the present legislature is a bill for the prevention 


and lessening of unemployment. 
Many persons* misconceive 


the principal object of this measure. It is not so much to pro- 
vide a small pecuniary relief for workmen thrown out of a job 
nsHo bring about a condition of affairs where employment will 
be "more stable and constant all the year around. It is a bill to 
keep men at work during as many months of the year as pos- 
sible. 


It is a bill that WILL NOT TAKE ONE DOLLAR OUT OF 


THE STATE TREASURY, and consequently it will not add any- 
thing to the burden of taxation. 


Tht prime object of the bill is to produce conditions which 


will prompt manufacturers to so arrange their business that em- 
ployment will be constant. The greatest blessing from work- j 
men's compensation insurance has arisen from the installation ' 
of safety devices and the adoption of precautionary measures i 
which have enormously reduced accidents, and saved thousands i 
of lives and prevented the mangling and crippling of thousands i 
of workmen. 
: 


Disemployment is something that every community MUST i 


PAY FOR in one way or another. Men out of work and receiv- 
ing no wages MUST LIVE. They "hang up" the butcher, the 
baker and the boot and shoemaker. 
They borrow money of 


friends and often cannot return it. They get behind on their 
reut, and then hare to move, and sometimes they become second- 
story-men, or bank bandits. Hunger and privation of the house 
of WANT makes insecure the house of HAVE, and sets free in 
every community dangerous impulses. 


The present legislature of Wisconsin may not rise to the 


opportunity which presents itself by the introduction of the 
unemployment compensation act of Senator Huber, but some 
future legislature will. In the preparation of the bill Senator 
Huber has had the assistance of Professor John R. Commons of 
the university, a cautions and conservative life-long student of 
industrial welfare legislation. Manufacturers were nearly a! 
opposed to the compensation act at first. But now all see its 
wisdom, and few would have it repealed. Disemployment in- 
surance is founded on principles almost identical to those which 
lead to workmen's accident insurance, and the time is coming 
when employers will see that it is as important for them to seek 
to prevent unemployment, as to seek to prevent accidents in 
their factories. 


FRIENDLY TO MOB RULE 


T 


HE patmch of "big business" shakes with laughter over the 
tarring of Nonpartisan league organizers in Kansas, while 


the Brass Check press, coughing behind its hands, says: "crude, 
lawless and always deplorable." 


It is sometimes questioned whether there are just grounds 


for representing the militant opponents of social progress as es- 
sentially dishonest and therefore willing to resort to bribery, to 
the corruption of the press, to various forms of financial duress, 
and other iniquities in order to retain the special privileges and 
special immunities which they enjoy. 


The Kansas incident is proof notorious that big business 


is not only lacking in honesty, but is ready for crime, lawless- 
ness and mob rule when these things seem to serve its ends. 
And big business, while horrified at all suggestions of revolu- 
tionary violence has, it seems, a peculiar propensity itself for 
the type of thuggery, which is most prevalent among the most 
degraded specimens of humanity, and which recently displayed 
itself in Kansas. 


We have failed to see in any capitalist newspaper a single

And In fact in more than one paper we find complacent as- 


surances that the vfle perverts who led the Kansas mob will be 
protected by the Kansas courts if they are ever brought to trial.

NEED MEDICAL RELIEF. 


To the Editor of The Capital Timest 


We have just received a report 


from Mr. W. W. Lefeaux, who has 
only recently returned from soviet 
Russia, in which he gives a most 
graphic account of medical condi- 
;ions in that harrassed country. He 
writes: 


"No visitor can travel in Russia, 


and take any interest in the military 
and general ' hospitals, 
children's 


lospitals; children's 
homes and 


schools without coming into forcible 
contact with the terrible and horri- 
ble conditions prevalent there, en- 
;irely due to thc.^ack of medical 
supplies and surgical equipment;

shddder whenever I think of the 
conditions that I found there in the 
matter of'means available foi the 
alleviation - of

sickness and war. Nurses and doc- 
tors are wjorkiag heroically there 
under the most distressing circum- 
stances imaginable, and I am afraid 
that I am not capable of giving you 
an account in writing that will con- 
vey to you any real picture of the 
situation.

months; if you can visualize hos- 
pitals without any heat saving that 
from the -kitchen cook stove; if you. 
can figure out what it meaia to

get into your mind a picture of the 
sick and wounded wreckage from a 
population of 120 million civilians 
and a million men on the fighting 
front being treated with a supply 
of about one-twentieth of the abso- 
lutely required anesthetics, drugs, 
bandages and surgical instruments; 
to sum up, if you can- picture hos- 
pitals that are not ho_spitals in any 
"way whatever except in the itaff of., 
overworked nurses and doctors, then 
perlJfeps you can get an idea of med- 
ical conditions in soviet Russia.. 


."Should there be a judgment day 


in the near future, I rather think 
that those responsible for the block- 
ade of soviet Russia win be con- 
fronted with a mass of. misery and 
millions of spectres of death1 that 
would constitute a quite spectacular 
trial.

"In Moscow, reports showed that 


the deaths from avoidable ..-causes 
and through lack of means of treat- 
ment in Russia since the commence- 
ment'of the blockade by .the Ger- 
mans in 1914, and continued by the 
allies ever since the spring of 1918, 
among the civilian population would 
not fall far short of ten 
million. 


Reported deaths in. Petrograd alone, 


during the winter of 1919-20, ap- 
proached the figure of thirty thou- 
sand. . 


"Typhoid, typhus, spotted 'typhus, 


cholera, influenza and' malignant 
malaria are all doing their 
fatal 


work in Russia today. Your organ- 
ization is the only one that I know 
of that is tackling the question in 
any way, shape or form. Not one 
of the Red. Cross societies are do- 
ing anything to alleviate the suf- 
fering so far as I could find out. 
The British Quakers are commend- 
ing relief work for the children, but 
these two organizations do not even 
scratch the surface of the misery 
and suffering.' ' 


"As far as the drug supply is con- 


cerned, there are none available, as 
the supplies of- drugs 
in 
Russia 


were about exhausted three years 
ago, and apart from what the Red 
armies have captared for counter 
revolutionary attacks, I very much 
doubt if any have been received, 
apart from the small quantities so 
far received through the organiza- 
tions I have already mentioned.. 


"I find that in a report I. obtained 


from the educational department in 
Moscow, covering ( the 
children's 


schools, they give the estimated re- 
quirements of soap for the 
chil- 


dren's schools for the year 1920 as 
982,000 poods (a pood ;is S5 Ibs.), 
for the 12,000,000 children. For tlie 
first four, months of'.1920' the quan- 
tity' distributed was 3^275 poods per 
month as against the estimated re- 
quirement .of :over 80,000 poods .per 
month. "This; -will give' 3W? some 
iden of the famine conditions^in the 
matter of soap.only. If you .con- 
sider the important relationship be- 


tween uncleanlincss 
and 
disease 


you will see-that this question alone 
is one in which there is an enor- 
mous need. 


"If it is impossible to touch the 


hearts and consciences of the na- 
tions of the world, we may be able 
to touch their instinct of self-pres- 
ervation. My impression of the sit- 
uation is that if they would avoid 
a\visitation of sickness and death 
compared to -which the recent in- 
fluenza plague would be a 
small 


matter, they.had better drop their 
present vindictive and vengeju1 at- 
ttoude and lend a little as^-.tance to 
this impoverisned 
cjuntry. ' They 


may not like the new form of so- 
ciety ideal for which the Russian 
people are striving, but tMir owii 
.self-interests should dictate an im- 
mediate change of policy." 


It is for the relief of these ex- 


treme conditions that the 
Soviet
